Minn., Ju n e 16.— Vir­ 
tually norm al conditions prevailed 
today on the D uluth business streets 
over w hich a mob of 5,000 persons 
surged last nighty sweeping the po­ 
lice 
from 
power and 
seizing and 
lynching three negroes held in con­ 
nection with an attack on a 
17- 
year-old w hite girl. 
W hen two com panies of M inneso­ 
ta 
national 
guards 
reached 
here 
a t an early hour, a fte r a special 
train trip from St. Paul, they found 
only a dam aged police station and 
littered streets as evidence of the 
m ob activities. 
F o r a t least two hours th e mob 
ruled, only relinquishing its powers 
a fte r th e negroes had been lynched. 
Six negroes had been arrested 
in 
connection w ith the attack on the 
girl, which took place on a circus 
ground Monday night. T he mob held 
a mock trial, holding th ree guilty 
and acquitting the others, who to­ 
day w ere still in the hands of the 
police. The three convicted negroes 
w ere hanged w ithin a block and a 
half of th e police station.

Most of th e crop is late, but it m ade 
good advance and improved during 
th e week. T he condition of cotton 
ranges from 
ra th e r poor to very 
good.” 
“ Oats are ripening fast and the

“STATES RIGHTS” LOOM UP 
AS PROMINENT PUPA TC ISSUE 


WASHINGTON.—The old issue 
of states' rights threatens to loom 
prominently as a public issue in the 
near future. 
The fight against the 
Eighteenth Constitutional Amend­ 
ment and the Volstead Act prom­ 
ises to be based largely on the 
rights of the states to legislate for 
themselves. 
If the fight is carried 
out to the extent planned by the 
Constitutional Liberty League, the 
states’ rights issue will be more 
prominent than it has been at any ! 
time since the days of the Civil 
War. 
Several state governments have 
already instituted suits before the 
Supreme 
Court 
of 
the 
United 
States to determine the legality of 
methods by which the Eighteenth 
Amendment is said to have been 
adopted. The right of making the 
amendment is also questioned in j 
these suits. The league has already 
taken advantage of this state senti­ 
ment and has established branches 


in several commonwealths.
